An eastern paper, commenting on jockey 
Shea’s temporary suspension last Wednesday at 
Bennings, has this to say: 

“The incident of the day outside the racing 
was the suspension of jockey Shea for the bal- 
ance of the week. Shea rode Flying Buttress in 
the second race. The last time Flying Buttress 
ran he showed a lot of speed and ran a very fair 
race. He was plunged upon today and just 
managed to finish inside the money. Colonel 
Bill, the second'choice, was the winner. Colonel 
Bill’s last race was vary bad. Consequently 
Flying Buttress was thought good enough to 
hold everything safe. Colonel Bill had his 
speea with him today, and little Shea, in his 
anxiety to close ground, bungled a little, and so 
brought down upon hie head the wrath of the 
stewards. After the race the stewards called 
Tom Healey into the stand and asked him what 
he thought of the ride. 

“ ‘1 bat on the colt,’ said Healey, ‘and I’m 
satisfied the boy did the best he could.’ I 

“Shea was than called up and he said he did j 
his beet. The stewards thereupon decided to 
suspend Shea for the remainder of the week. 
The decision was receivec with derision by peo- 
ple who understood the facts in the case. It is 
a matter of record, to be proven by the sheets 
of the layers, that Tom Healey had one of his 
largest bets of the meeting on Flying Buttress, j 
The stewards by suspending Shea for a bad ride 
intimate that the boy did not try to win. In 
view of the fact that Healey had a very swell 
bet down, that ha advised all hie friends to bet, 
and that men close to him did actually bet on 
the colt, makes the decision of the stewards 
appear far fetched. If the boy did not ride an 
artistic finish it was because he could not. 
There wai certainly nothing criminal. Shea 
has only blossomed as a rider within the last 
month or so. So far as bad rides are concerned, 
Bedfern and Cochran have put up some re- 
markable exhibitions and have escaped official 
notice.” 

Captain B. B. Bice has bean meeting with ill 
luck recently. His saloon at Verner, Ark,, was 
burned on November 18. He has not done well 
since ha took Wax Taper east last May. He 
came up the line with a strong and most ex- 
pensive stable, Fred Hessig, a grand looking 
son of Hanover, went wrong. Curd Qillook, 
who was a good two-year-old, became no ac- 
count. Bandora, more than an average two- 
year-old, was not right until lata in the season, 
Boehester, Hengist and other expensive horses, 
did not earn their salt. Probably the Captain’s 
manager did not run up to form, but it was a 
bad season for him, even if Wuz Taper was one 
of the bast handicap horses of the year. 

The San Francisco Examiner of November 19, 
in speaking of “Dick” Dwyer’s work with the 
fiag the first day he started at Oakland has this 
to say: “ ‘Dick’ Dwyer did his first starting at 
the Oakland track yesterday and he had some 
bad luck at tbs very beginning. The initial 
send-off was not a good one, but all the others 
were very nearly perfect. It is a little early in 
the season, perhaps, to be boastful, but there 
are few who will dispute the statement that 
California has now the two best starters in 
America working hare. If men like Dwyer and 
Holtman were to manipulate the gate at New 
I York there would bs fewer criticisms of the no 
recall system and less demand for its abolish- 
ment.” 

J. Naglee Burk, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle, will retire permanently from the 
turf. The yearlings and two and three-year- 
olds were sold last Thursday at the Occidental 
Horse Exchange. The stallions and brood m ares 
will go under the hammer next Tuesday,

MB. WHITNEV LEASES RANCOCAS. 

William C. Whitney will not hny the Ranco- 
cas Stock Farm from Mrs. Lillian Barnes Allien, 
for it is not for sale, bnt he baa acqnired con- 
trol of tbe properly for a term of years and in- 
tends makitg an experiment which will deter- 
mine whether a New Jersey farm can torn out 
a racing tborongbbied of as high a class as 
those of Kentucky and Tennesnee. Mr. Whit- 
ney believos that be can make bis plan a 
snccesB. He will accordingly bring np fiom 
Kentucky tbe stnd be has maintained at 
La Belle and* domicile it at Rancocas. 
Tbe stnd inclndes tbe great Hambnrg, 
the imported stallion Meddler, also Lis- 



sak, Jean Berand, Loki, Ballyhoo Bev and 
others; tbe noted mares, Lady Reel, Ballyhoo, 
Kildeer, Black Venue, and a number of valuable 
yearlinge, including a filly by 8t. Simon — Lady 
Reel, hence a half sister to Hambnrg. Mr. 
Whitney paid $49, COO fo' Meddler at the dis- 
persal sale of the late Malcolm Forbes, of Bos- 
ton, who imported the stallion from England. 
Last summer Meddler was well represented by 
John Sanford’s Bockton, winner of the Sara- 
toga Handicap; Mr. Whitney’s tbree-year-old 
Morningsid* and two-year-old Goldsmith, to- 
gether with J. Q. Follanbee’s colt Cameron, 
Hambnrg cost Mr. Whituay S6O,0CO at the Mar- 
cus Daly sale, the contending bidder being 
J. B, Haggin, who stopped at $59,000. 

“Mr. Lorillard and I talked over the possi- 
bilities of Rancocas Farm many times,” Mr, 
Whitney said, “and both of ne were of the opin- 
ion that it could turn ont as great horses as 
any plare in tbe United States. We understood 
the advantages of the bine grass region of 
Tennessee and Kentncky, and admit that it 
has cat a bioger figure in turf history than 
New Jersey, bnt we thought that Now 
Jersey had not had a fair trial. I would be 
perfectly content to leave my stnd in Kentncky 
if Kentucky were closer to New York. The ob- 
jection to La Belle Farm is that it is so far 
away and I can’t see my stallions and mares 
mors than once a year. A man as fond of his 
horses as I am wants to see them oftener than 
that. Rancocas is close by. I can run over there 
almost any day and make the trip comfortably. 
I think 1 will bo able to show that Rancocas 
grass is as nntritions as bin* grass. Mr. 
Lorillard cultivated grass ia a ecieutific 
way, and Rancocas prodnees the best in 
Nsw Jersey. If we find, after a fair trial, that 
Rancocas Farm can’t turn ont high class win- 
ners we will have to change. The country 
ronnd about Rancocos prodnees the finest milk 
hereabnnte, and it is reasonable to suppose 
that a Cf untry producing good milk will pro- 
duce, under tbe proper inflaences, good horses. 
The foals are nourished by their dam, you know. 
I don’t think the Jersey climate is against the 
experiment. If anythiog, tbe winters aronnd 
Rancocos are less rigorons than the winters 
about Liexington, and will hardly overtax the 
vitality of the young horses. ’’—New York Sun 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A Cincinnati paper says: Rome Bespass has 
taken a five years’ lease on the old Duhme 
farm, on the Wayne road, between Woodlawn 
and Glendale, and will nse it as winter quar- 
ters for his racing stable and training gronnd 
for his yearlings. The farm is admirably ap- 
pointed for this purpose. It has aboui forty 
box stalls and a good mile track. Mr. Respass 
will get poseeesion of the farm within a fort- 
night. His horses are now at Latouia and 
will remain there until possession is secured. 
Mhile Mr. Bespass hf d beeu on a dsal f or the 
place for some time, he was not certain that it 
would go tbrongh, and, in the event of its fail- 
ure, be made arrangements together with H. M 
Ziegler and J. J. Marklein to winter at Oakley 
Park. Now, however, it is not likely that any 
runners will winter at the hilltop track. 
Marklein has decided to leave his yearlings 
at Latonia and the probabilities are that Mr. 
Ziegler will send his string of eighteen two and 
three year-olds to Lexington to be turned out 
for about three months. His yearlings are now 
in the nands of Charles Dodson at the Lexing- 
ton t^ck, and it is probable that they will re- 
main there until the early spring.
